Sooners Seek Eighth 5-0 Start Under Bob Stoops, 10th Straight Big 12 Victory 

Oklahoma is coming off a 35-21 victory at Notre Dame (9/28), while TCU posted a 48-17 win vs. SMU (9/28). 
OU has won its last two meetings with TCU. The Sooners are 1 9-2 (.905) at home in October under Bob Stoops. 
The Sooners are seeking to extend their third-longest Big 12 win streak to 10 games. OU has outscored its last nine 
Big 1 2 foes by an average margin of 41 .6 to 24.8 and have outgained those opponents by 1 08.3 ypg (51 6.9 - 408.6). 
Oklahoma previously won 1 7 straight Big 1 2 contests from 2003-05 and 1 3 straight from 2000-01 . 
Oklahoma, Stanford and Michigan are the only three Top 25 teams that are 4-0 with all four wins coming vs. FBS foes. 
The Sooners are ranked No. 11 in the AP Poll and are No. 10 in the USA Today Coaches Poll. 
Oklahoma's Explosive Offense, Opportunistic Defense Propelling Sooners 

Oklahoma is 75-1 (.987) at home under Bob Stoops when scoring 30 points or more. Overall, OU has won 12 straight 
when scoring 30 points or more. TCU is 2-6 in its last eight contests when permitting 30 points or more. 
Oklahoma ranks fifth among AP Top 25 FBS teams in scoring defense (min. four games), allowing 1 2.0 ppg. 
OU leads the Big 12 in pass defense (169.0 ypg), third-down defense (28.6%, 16-56), TOP (34:31) and pass defense 
eff. (85.8), and ranks second in scoring defense, total defense (299.5 ypg) and first downs allowed (14.8 per game). 
The Sooners are 57-1 under Stoops (31-0 at home, 3-0 overall in 2013) when rushing for 200+ yards, including 29 
straight wins. OU is second in the Big 1 2 in rushing, averaging 256.8 ypg. 
TCU has only permitted four 200-yard rushing games dating back to 2009, going 4-0 in those contests. 
OU is tied for 1 5th in the nation and is seventh among AP Top 25 teams in third-down defense at 28.6 percent.

Oklahoma owns a 136-9 (.938) record under Stoops when leading at half, including 37 straight wins. 
OU has outscored its foes 47-0 in the second quarter in 201 3. TCU has been outscored 50-34 in the first half in 201 3. 
The Sooners are 1 05-6 (.946) under Stoops when holding foes to 20 points or less, including 26 straight victories. 
OU is 69-3 (.958) at home under Stoops against unranked teams, winning 41 of its last 42 such contests. 
Oregon (332.5), Washington (288.8), Ohio State (287.2) and Oklahoma (256.8) are the only 4-0 or better AP Top 25 
teams averaging over 250.0 rushing ypg.

(1 57 wins) for most coaching victories in Oklahoma history. 

Offense 

Oklahoma's offense has enjoyed considerable balance in recent 
weeks, especially against Notre Dame (9/28) when six different 
players accounted for at least 40 all-purpose yards in a win over 
the Fighting Irish. On the season, five players have rushed for 
at least 1 00 yards, while 1 2 different OU players have caught 
a pass. Oklahoma ranks 33rd in the nation in total offense and 
boasts the No. 17 rushing attack. 

Defense 

The Oklahoma defense ranks 17th in the country, allowing 
299.5 yards per game. OU has been strongest against the pass, 
ranking 16th with an average of 1 69.0 yards per game. Against 
the Fightin Irish (9/28), OU picked off three passes. Linebacker 
Frank Shannon leads the team with 27 tackles, while defensive 
backs Julian Wilson and Gabe Lynn each have two interceptions 
to lead the squad. 

Special Teams 

Michael Hunnicutt has hit on 1 0-1 1 field goals this year, while 
Nick Hodgson has recorded touchbacks on 21 of his 29 kickoffs. 
Punter Jed Barnett is averaging 43.5 yards per kick, while 1 1 of 
his 1 3 punts have been fair caught and seven have landed inside 
the 20-yard line. Jalen Saunders has averaged 12.1 yards on his 
nine punt returns.

Horned Frogs 

TCU is 2-2 on the season and 0-1 
in the Big 12 play. Both losses 
have come at the hands of top- 
25 schools as the Horned Frogs 
opened the year with a 37-27 loss to No. 12 LSU (8/31) and fell 
in the Big 12 opener at No. 24 Texas Tech, 20-10 (9/12). 

Offense 

TCU's offense ranks 99th in the country at 349.2 yards per game. 
The rushing attack sits 81 st (1 49.2), though the passing attack 
is 94th (200.0). Three players have rushed for at least 150 yards 
this year, led by B.J. Catalon at 214 yards. Trevone Boykin has 
completed 61 percent of his passes with four TDs to two INTs. 
His top target has been Brandon Carter, who has 1 3 catches for 
156 yards. 

Defense 

The Horned Frogs defense ranks 40th in the nation, yielding 
353.8 yards per game. The unit has been especially strong when 
it comes to sacks and interceptions. TCU is fifth in the country 
with 1 5 sacks in four games, while the team's turnover margin 
of +6 is good for seventh in the nation. Elisha Olabode and Chris 
Hackett each have 24 tackles, while Jon Lewis leads the team 
with both 5.0 tackles for loss and 4.0 sacks. Hackett and Sam 
Carter also have a team-high three interceptions. 

Special Teams 

TCU's return game has been particularly strong in 2013, ranking 
fifth and eighth in kickoff returns and punt returns, respectively. 
Brandon Carter is averaging 15.0 yards per return, while Sam 
Carter has returned three punts for 91 yards, an average of 30.3 
per return. Jaden Oberkrom is 6-8 on field goals.

Bob Stoops has registered 153 career 
wins, needing only five more to pass 
Barry Switzer (1 57) for the most 
victories in Oklahoma history, meaning 
the Sooners' head coach is poised to 
attain another historic milestone in 201 3. 

The only head coach to reach all four BCS games and the BCS 
National Championship Game, Stoops has guided the Sooners 
to four appearances in a national title contest, claiming college 
football's crown in 2000. Of Stoops' 14 bowl appearances with 
the Sooners, eight of those games have been of the BCS variety. 

Along the way, he has picked up 1 7 coach of the year citations, 
including eight on the national level (only five coaches 
nationally have won more conference coach of the year 
awards), and watched five assistant coaches move into Football 
Bowl Subdivision head coaching positions. 

From 1999-2012, no team from a BCS conference owned more 
victories or a better winning percentage than Oklahoma (149- 
37, .801). Under his direction, OU is one of two FBS schools 
with 1 1 seasons of at least 10 wins since 2000. 

Among schools from BCS conferences, only Alabama (61) 
and Oregon (56) compiled more victories from 2008-12 than 
Oklahoma (52), while only LSU and Stanford can join those 
three schools in boasting 10 or more victories in each of the 
past three campaigns. 

Two Heisman winners and five Heisman finalists have been 
characteristic of the talent Stoops and his staff have attracted. 
The offenses have been among the best in college football 
history (the 2008 team was the first to score 60 or more points 
in five straight games en route to scoring an NCAA record 716 
points). 

The defense has been stingy and is the only program to 
produce two players who won the Thorpe and Nagurski Awards 
in the same season. 

The son of a coach, Stoops was a four-year starter at Iowa. 
He began his coaching career in 1 983 as a volunteer in the 
Hawkeye program under Hayden Fry, working through the 
ranks until he became co-defensive coordinator at Kansas State 
(1991-95). 

Eventually, he left for Florida and a three-year stint as Steve 
Spurrier's defensive coordinator. It was with the Gators, and 
a national championship team in 1996, that the spotlight 
found Stoops and made him one of the hottest names in the 
profession.

Gary Patterson is in his 12th season as a 
head coach at the collegiate level (1 18- 
38), all of which have come at TCU. 

TCU's winning record in its first season 
in the Big 1 2 in 201 2 came with 
the Horned Frogs fielding one of the youngest teams in the 
country. TCU tied for the national lead in most true freshmen 
playing (16) as well as total freshmen (28) seeing the field. 

Patterson has produced at least 10 wins in eight of the last 10 
years, including seven seasons of 1 1 or more victories. He has 
led the Horned Frogs to seven conference titles and 14 bowl 
games in 15 years. 

Despite losing 26 seniors to graduation off his Rose Bowl 
championship team, Patterson led a 201 1 TCU squad to a third 
consecutive Mountain West championship. It was the first 
time the Horned Frogs won a conference title in three straight 
seasons. TCU was also the first team in MW history to win the 
league championship in three consecutive campaigns. 

Patterson has 1 1 7 career victories to move past Dutch Meyer 
as TCU's all-time winningest coach. Meyer led the Frogs to 
national championships in 1935 and 1938. 

In 201 0, Patterson guided the Horned Frogs to an undefeated 
season and Rose Bowl championship. TCU finished second in 
the final polls with a 1 3-0 record, its fi rst perfect campaign 
since winning the national championship in 1938. 

Patterson was named American Football Monthly's 2010 Coach 
of the Year as he led TCU to its second straight BCS game. Other 
recent honors for Patterson include the Exchange Club of Fort 
Worth recognizing him as Fort Worth's Outstanding Citizen for 
2010, while the National Football Foundation's Gridiron Club of 
Dallas selected him for its 201 1 Distinguished Texan Award. 

In 2009, Patterson was selected for nine national coaching 
honors after leading TCU to a 1 2-1 record, No. 6 ranking and 
Fiesta Bowl appearance. 

Patterson amassed 18 years as an assistant coach, including 
three with the Frogs, before taking the torch from Dennis 
Franchione prior to the 2000 GMAC Mobile Alabama Bowl. 

Prior to his arrival in Fort Worth, Patterson spent two seasons 
as the defensive coordinator and safeties coach at New Mexico. 
The Lobos collected 22 total takeaways and three defensive 
touchdowns in 1 996. The next year New Mexico improved their 
total takeaways to 29, including 16 interceptions. 

A native of Rozel, Kansas, Patterson is married to the former 
Kelsey Hayes. He has three sons: Josh, Cade and Blake.

FORT WORTH - Landry Jones threw for 244 yards and two touchdowns, Damien Williams ran untouched 
66 yards for a score and Oklahoma (No. 1 1 BCS, No. 1 2 AP) held on to win 24-1 7 at TCU. TCU's fourth-down 
pass to the goal-line in the final minute was well-defended and fell incomplete. 

With the win, the Sooners clinched at least a share of the Big 12 title. Oil will win it outright if Texas beats 
Kansas State tonight in Manhattan. It marked the eighth Big 12 title for Oklahoma (2012, 2010, 2008, 
2007, 2006, 2004, 2002, 2000) and 44th conference title in program history. 

The Sooners (10-2, 8-1 Big 12) won their eighth consecutive Big 12 game since a late-September loss 
to Kansas State, which played it regular-season finale at home Saturday night against No. 23 Texas. 
Oklahoma would have the outright title and guaranteed BCS spot if the seventh-ranked Wildcats lose. 

Oklahoma also notched its 34th 10-win season in program history, the most in the nation. Coach Stoops 
has now added 1 1 double-digit win seasons in his 14 years in Norman.. 

Just a minute into the second half, Williams took a handoff, shot through a gap on the left side of the line 
and sprinted undeterred to the end zone for a 21-7 lead.

Notes from Notre Dame 

OU is 4-0 to start the season for the ninth time 
under Stoops, including three times in the last four 
years, after a 35-21 win at Notre Dame (9/28).

Linebackers Corey Nelson and Frank Shannon each 
recorded the first interceptions of their careers, 
while defensive back Julian Wilson had the second 
INT of his season and career.

It was the first INT for a touchdown by Oklahoma 
since Javon Harris returned a pick 46 yards against

With interceptions by Nelson and Shannon, it 
marked the first time OU had multiple linebackers 
with an INT in the same game since Ryan Reynolds 
and Keenan Clayton did it against BYU (9/5/09). 

OU Takes Down Tulsa 

Oklahoma improved to 3-0 for the 10th time under 
Bob Stoops after a 51 -20 win over Tulsa (9/14). 
OU is now 18-7-1 all-time against Tulsa, winning 
12 of the last 13 meetings since 1979 and all seven 
under Stoops. 

Bell Shines in First Start 

Redshirt junior quarterback Blake Bell made the 
first start of his career against Tulsa (9/14) and 
completed 27 of 37 passes for 413 yards and four 
touchdowns, all career highs. He also ran 1 times 
for 24 yards. 

Bell's 413 pass yards were the most by an OU QB in 
his first career start, passing Sam Bradford's record 
of 363 yards vs. North Texas (9/1/07).

OU Beats WVU in Big 12 Opener 

Oklahoma opened the 2013 Big 12 schedule with 
a 16-7 win over West Virginia (9/7). OU is now 4-2 
all-time against WVU and 3-1 vs. the 
Mountaineers in Norman. 
After combining for 99 points last season in a 50- 
49 OU win, OU and WVU combined for 23 points 
today. The 76-point differential is the second- 
highest in back-to-back seasons against the same 
opponent since going for a combined 90 points 
against Nebraska in 2008 followed by a 13-point 
combined output in 2009. 

Sooners Win Season Opener 

With a 34-0 win over ULM (8/31), Oklahoma 
improved to 91-22-6 in season openers and 48-9-5 
in home openers. 

The Sooners are 13-2 in season openers under Bob 
Stoops, including 1 1 -2 in home season openers. 
OU is 5-0 under head coach Bob Stoops in the 
month of August, outscoring those foes by a 
combined 206-32 margin. 
OU forced six three-and-outs. Of ULM's 15 drives, 
1 1 were four plays or fewer and none went for 
more than eight plays. 

OU allowed nine first downs, the fewest since the 
Sooners allowed nine in last year's home opener 
vs. Florida A&M (9/8/12). ULM had zero first 
downs rushing. 

OU held ULM QB Kolton Browning, the preseason 
Sun Belt Offensive Player of the Year, to 128 yards 
passing and no touchdowns. Browning totaled 131 
yards of total offense vs. OU after averaging 295 
yards last season. 

OU held ULM to 38 rushing yards, the lowest total 
by an OU opponent since Texas (10/8/11) had 36 
yards. No Warhawk had more than nine yards 
rushing on the night. 

Shutouts Under Stoops 

Including the season-opening 34-0 win over ULM 
(8/31), OU has 14 shutouts under Bob Stoops.

Knight Wins in Sooners' Debut 

QB Trevor Knight started for OU against ULM 
(8/31), becoming the first freshman to get the 
nod in a season opener since Sam Bradford 
started in a 79-10 win vs. North Texas (9/1/07). 
Knight is the 14th freshman QB overall to start 
a game at Oklahoma, and the fourth to start a 
season opener. 

Against ULM, Knight ran 13 times for 103 yards 
and was 1 1-28 passing for 86 yards and 3 TDs 
Knight becomes just the second QB in the Stoops 
era to run for 100+ yards, joining Jason White 
who rushed for 1 1 7 yards on 1 2 carries at Kansas 
(10/13/01). 

Knight is the first OU freshman QB to rush for 
100 yards since Steven Collins had 135 yards vs. 
Kansas State (11/11/89). 
Knight's 103 rushing yards were the second- 
most by an OU QB in his first-career start, 
just behind Steve Davis's 1 10 yards vs. Baylor 
(9/15/73). 

Knight is the 1 0th player and third QB in Sooner 
history to rush for 100+ yards in a career debut. 
Knight threw his first-career TD pass on a 1 2- 
yard throw to Jalen Saunders at the 11:15 mark 
in the second quarter. He became the second OU 
freshman QB to throw a TD pass in a season 
opener, joining Bradford in 2007. 
Knight's three TD passes tied Sam Bradford for 
the most by an OU freshman QB in a career 
debut. 

With the victory, Knight was one of five 
freshman QBs to start and win in week 1 .

About the Offense 

Under Stoops, OU has produced career leaders in 
passing, receiving, total offense and all-purpose 
yards, four top-10 career rushers and season 
record holders in rushing, passing, total offense 
and receiving yards. 

Stoops' teams have set over 65 OU school 
records. 

OU has scored in 192 straight games (11/7/98). 



Since Stoops' arrival, Oklahoma has scored 6,980 
points - an average of 36.7 per game. 
OU is the highest-scoring team in history. The 
Sooners have 32,618 points in 1,198 games, 
while Nebraska is next with 31,319 points in 
1,252 games. 

Reynolds Joins 1,000-Yard Club 

Jaz Reynolds became the 29th OU player with 
1,000 career receiving yards, doing so on an 82- 
yard completion against Tulsa (9/14). Reynolds 
has 1,092 yards in his career after totaling 109 
yards on four catches in the game. 
Reynolds' 109-yard receiving total was his third 
career 100-yard game and first since catching 
seven passes for 1 1 4 ya rds at Baylor ( 1 1 /1 9/1 1 ) . 
Reynolds' 82-yard reception was the longest 
non-scoring catch, and fifth longest non-scoring 
play, in Sooner history. 
Reynolds' reception was OU's longest since 
Cameron Kinney caught an 86-yard pass thrown 
by Landry Jones at Oklahoma State (11/2710). 
The 82-yard reception was the second-longest 
all-time at Owen Field behind an 86-yard catch 
byWahoo McDaniel vs. West Virginia (9/27/58). 

Clay Tops 1,000-Yard Mark 

With a 33-yard rush in the first quarter against 
West Virginia (9/7), Brennan Clay eclipsed the 
1,000-yard career rush mark, becoming the 70th 
Sooner to do so. 

Clay finished with 22 rushes for a career-high 
1 70 yards on the night, the second 1 00-yard 
game of his career. 

The previous career best of 157 rushing yards by 
Clay came last year at Iowa State (11/3/12). 
The 1 70 yards were the most by a Sooner since 
DeMarco Murray went for 208 yards in the 
season opener against Utah State (9/4/10). 
Clay ranks fourth in the Big 12 with 84.8 rushing 
yards per game. He has gained 339 yards on 59 
carries with two rushing touchdowns in 2013. 

Williams Over 1,000 Career Yards 

Senior running back Damien Williams rushed for 
66 yards on 16 carries against ULM (8/31) to go 
over the 1,000 yard mark for his career, 
becoming the 69th Sooner to do so. 
Williams' 1 1-yard touchdown run in the first 
quarter at Notre Dame (9/28) was his first of the 
season and the 1 2th of his career. 
His 19-yard rush in the first quarter was a sea- 
son long, passing a 17-yard gain he had against 
West Virginia (9/7/13). 

Williams recorded his first four receptions of the 
season in the game, finishing with 41 yards. He 
also had 42 rushing yards on nine carries and 
one rushing score. 
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Saunders Scores Twice in Opener 

Senior wide receiver Jalen Saunders caught the 
19th and 20th TD receptions of his career against 
ULM (8/31), his fourth and fifth as a Sooner. 
Saunders'TD receptions went for 12 and 18 
yards, respectively. 

It was his first multi-TD reception game as a 
Sooner and fourth of his career. He finished with 
30 yards receiving on three catches to lead OU. 

About the Defense 

OU has forced at least one turnover in 166 of 190 
games over the last 1 5 seasons - 87.3% of games 
played in that span. 

The Sooner defense has at least one interception 
in 73.7% of its games (140 of 190) under Stoops. 
Under Stoops, the OU defense has given up an 
average of just 18.8 points per game. 

Stoops Guides Defense 

OU associate head coach and defensive 
coordinator Mike Stoops is back for his second 
season on the coaching staff after previously 
guiding the OU'D'from 1999-03. 
With the shutout in the 201 3 opener over ULM, 
Stoops' defenses have posted six shutouts, 
including five in his first stint in Norman. 
In his first stint at OU, four of Stoops' five 
defenses finished No. 7 or better nationally in 
scoring defense and top 10 for total defense. 
From 2000-03, Stoops' defenses also finished 
in the top 25 in pass defense and rush defense 
every season and in pass efficiency defense and 
turnovers forced twice. 
In addition, Stoops is the only coach to have 
an athlete win both the Nagurski and Thorpe 
awards in the same season, doing so twice with 
Roy Williams in 2001 and Derrick Strait in 2003. 

Defensive TDs at 44 in Stoops Era 

Oklahoma has recorded 44 defensive 
touchdowns under Bob Stoops. 
Thirteen TDs have come via fumble return. 
The defense has scored at least one touchdown 
in all of Stoops' 15 seasons. 

About the Special Teams 

Oklahoma's special teams under Bob Stoops ... 
There have been 30 special teams touchdowns. 
Those 30 have come via five different kinds of 
plays - punt returns, fake field goals, blocked 
punts, kickoff returns and a fake punt. Special 
teams also owns four safeties in that span. 
Oklahoma has returned eight kickoffs and 18 
punts for touchdowns and has blocked 28 kicks.

Michael Hunnicutt made field goals of 27 and 19 

yards in the third quarter at Notre Dame (9/28) 

and is now 10-11 on the year. 

His conversion rate of 90.9 percent leads the Big 

12 as does his rate of 2.5 makes per game. 

He has converted multiple field goals in his 

last five games dating back to the Cotton Bowl 

aga inst Texas A&M (1/4/13). 

Hunnicutt ranks third in the Big 1 2 with 1 1 .0 

points per game, including second among 

kickers. 

He is now 48 of 56 (.857) for his career, moving 
into fifth in the OU record book ahead of Trey 
DiCarlo (2002-04). 

Boomers from Barnett 

Jed Barnett, a transfer from Laney College, has 
averaged 43.5 yards per punt in 2013, ranking 
seventh in the Big 12. 

Of his 18 punts, 1 1 have been fair caught and 
seven have landed inside the 20-yard line. 
Three of Barnett's punts have gone for at least 50 
yards, including a career-long 54-yarder in the 
opener against ULM (8/31).

53 (.720) in 119 seasons. 

Since WWII, OU leads the nation with 591 

victories. 

The Sooners have captured seven national 
championships (1950, 1955, 1956, 1974, 1975, 
1985, 2000). 

OU has 46 bowl appearances (No. 7 nationally) 
with 27 bowl victories (No. 4 nationally) and an 
all-time record of 27-1 8-1 (.598). 
OU has 44 conference championships, including 
eight Big 1 2 titles overall (no other school has 
more than three). 

Oklahoma is the only program in FBS history to 
have four coaches with 1 00 or more wins. 
With a 69-13 win over Florida A&M (9/8/12), 
Oklahoma became the first program in college 
football history to break the 32,000-mark in 
all-time points scored.

Bob Stoops' career average of 1 0.6 wins per year 

is tops among active FBS head coaches with at 

least 1 years of experience. 

Stoops is the only active head coach on the FBS 

level to have reached a bowl game in each of his 

first 14 seasons. Georgia's Mark Richt (12) comes 

in second.

NORMAN, Okla. -Trevor Knight rushed for 103 yards on 13 carries and threw three touchdown passes 
-- two to Jalen Saunders -- in his first start, and No. 16 Oklahoma beat ULM 34-0. 

Oklahoma gave coach Bob Stoops his 150th career win, putting him seven behind Barry Switzer on 
the Sooners' career coaching wins list. Oklahoma is 5-0 under Stoops in August games and 14-1 in home 
openers. 

The shutout was the 14th under Stoops and the first in a season opener since doing it in a 37-0 win 
vs. Tulsa (8/30/02). 

Knight became the first Oklahoma quarterback to rush for 100 or more yards in a game since Jason 
White had 1 1 7 yards rushing against Kansas on Oct. 13, 2001. A redshirt freshman, Knight was the 
fourth freshman quarterback to start a season for Oklahoma in modern times, joining Steve Collins 
(1989), Eric Moore (1995) and Sam Bradford (2007). 

ULM upset then-No. 8 Arkansas on the road to open the 201 2 season, but the Warhawks didn't get 
untracked offensively against a revamped Oklahoma defense. The Warhawks crossed midfield only twice 
and recorded only nine first downs and 166 yards of offense.

NORMAN, Okla. - In his first career start, Blake Bell passed for 413 yards and four touchdowns in his first 
start for No. 14 Oklahoma and the Sooners beat Tulsa 51-20. 

Bell posted the highest passing-yardage total by any Oklahoma quarterback making his first start in 
addition to four touchdowns on 27 of 37 passing, all career highs. 

Sterling Shepard caught eight passes for 123 yards and two touchdowns — all career highs — and 
Jaz Reynolds had 109 yards receiving and one score for Oklahoma, including a career-long 82-yard 
reception. The Sooners scored on their first five possessions against Tulsa to continue their dominance in 
the series, having won 12 of the last 13 games between the in-state rivals.

The win ended a seven-game losing streak to Notre Dame and was just the second in 1 1 meetings 
for the Sooners against the Irish, including ending an NCAA-record 47-game winning streak in 1957. 

Rees didn't see Oklahoma linebacker Eric Striker blitzing and was hit from behind, popping the ball 
loose, and linebacker Corey Nelson caught it and returned it 24 yards for a TD. 

On Notre Dame's next play from scrimmage, Rees' pass ricocheted off the arm of receiver TJ Jones 
and linebacker Frank Shannon bobbled it before returning it 17 yards to the Notre Dame 32. The Sooners 
scored another TD four plays later on an 11-yard run by Damien Williams. 

Bell, making his second career start, was 22 of 30 passing for 232 yards and two touchdowns 
including a 26-yard toss to Lacoltan Bester and a 54-yard strike to Sterling Shepard.
